Am erican resistance finally slowed down the German advance and th* caun­ 
ter attack swept forward immediately before the Germ ans could reorganize. 
W est of Chateau Thierry, the enem y’s efforts to recapture Vaux teated 
only a couple of hours, after which the Am ericans counter-attacked, thrusting 
the Germ ans alm ost half a mile back of the point where their attack began. 
German losses were heavy wherever they attacked, especially where 
they bridged the Marne. 
The German drive extends from west of Chateau Thierry 
to 
east

Rheims. 
Am erican troops are involved on both sides of Chateau Thierry. 
The G erm ans are apparently trying to reach Chalons.

the western front. 
His primary purpose apparently is 
to try to entice General 
Foch 
into 
rushing a large part of

reserves to defend the sector north­ 
east of Jaulgonne. 
If this objective 
were accomplished, von Hindenburg 
would shift his main attack westward 
and would attem pt to break through 
to Paris or the channel ports. 
The wedge which von Hindenburg 
drove into the Allied front when he 
thrust his Aisne front southward to­ 
ward the Marne served 
to 
separate 
the scene of the 
present 
offensive 
from the area defending 
Paris 
and 
the channel. 
Eastward of this wedge 
von Hindenburg is now resuming his 
ruthless slaughter of 
German 
man 
power. 
Westward of the wedge are 
General Foch’s principal reserves. Be­ 
cause he is on the outside 
of 
the 
wedge, General Foch 
cannot 
move 
his reserves from east to west and 
back again as quickly as can Hinden­ 
burg. 
The advantage 
of 
concentration, 
therefore, rests with von Hindenburg. 
On the other hand, any moderate 
territorial gain von Hindenburg may 
make east of the Aisne-Marne wedge 
will be without strategic importance 
to him. 
It will still further deplete 
his own reserve forces without bring­ 
ing Paris or the channel ports 
any 
nearer the kaiser's grasp. 
A heavy 
death toll exacted by the Allies 
in 
this hitherto quiet sector will further 
react against von Hindenburg's lead­ 
ership. 
Slight progress by the Ger­ 
mans may lie expected unless 
von 
Hindenburg sees that General Foch 
has not fallen into 
his 
trap 
and 
abruptly 
orders 
the 
offensive

cease. 
The attack this 
morning 
against 
the Americans at Vaux 
gains 
evi­ 
dence as being, for the moment, at 
least, subsidiary to the main offen­ 
sive on the other side of the Aisne- 
Marne wedge, 
lf, however, Hinden­ 
burg suddenly swings his drive from 
east to west, the Vaux attack may 
assume more importance as the be­ 
ginning of another effort 
to. reach 
Paris. 
The situation, as far as can 
he seen, is progressing favorably to 
the Allies. 
Von Hindenburg's blood 
lust is likely to result 
in 
frightful 
calamity for German man power.

BACK TO THE CLASSICS? 


Lately educators were lamenting that the Greek 
and Roman classics were dead—as dead as the lan­ 
guages they were embalmed in. 
Now all at once 
there are signs of revival. High schools and colleges 
report a renewed interest in Latin especially. Greek 
is attracting more attention than it has for some years. 
W ith German in disfavor, there is a natural 
quest for a substitute; and the most acceptable, ac­ 
cording to some educators, is Latin. Great numbers 
of Young people want to learn French and Spanish, 
and educators argue that those languages are little 
more than dialects of Latin, and are learned far more 
easily anti accurately if one has first gained a mod­ 
erate knowledge of the mother tongue. 
Latin like­ 
wise gives easy access to Italian and Portuguese. 
It is also pointed out that Latin has the same 
value it has always had as a help in the correct speak­ 
ing and writing of the English language, which is 
nearly two-thirds derived from Latin. 
Greek attracts again, despite its comparative 
difficulty. 
It is said that men always seem to come 
back to Athens in connection with great movements 
of the human spirit. 
The renaissance which came 
after the dark ages was based on Greek literature 
and learning. 
After this war, when, as we some­ 
times fancy, all things will be made new, it will be 
natural enough, these educators say, to draw inspira­ 
tion once more from old Greek life and thought, with 
its eternal freshness and its beauty, truth and 
humanity. 
It is not to be thought that educators are all 
agreed upon the advisability of reviving the study 
of Latin and Greek. There are just as many and more 
who declare that the student makes a mistake who 
studies a dead language where there is a live, modern 
language to be had. 
It is pointed out that in the 
world opportunities that will follow the war, the 
men and women who are equipped with a thorough 
knowledge of any modern, foreign language is going 
to have distinct advantages. 
These adherents of the 
study of modern languages declare that there is just 
as much mental training to be had iii studying French 
as there is4n Latin, and that when you have learned 
French you will have something that may be of every­ 
day u^e. 
Here in Orange county there are plenty 
of business men and ranchers who regret that, when 
younger, they failed to grasp opportunities to learn 
Spanish. 
That regret is all the more poignant if in 
their school days, under the influence of theoretical 
school teachers who told them that it was the thing 
to do, they devoted their time to Latin and Greek. 
Of course, what they learned of Latin would help 
them learn Spanish, but with busy men it i> nearly 
always the case that school days end their studies of 
languages. The amount of Latin that most of them 
have forgotten would fill two or three books. 
O ur country has grown more practical in its 
schooling, and that tendency in the last few years 
has knocked the props out of the popualrity of Latin 
and Greek, and it is not likely that the present drive

Don't call him “Poor Lo” any more.

His war record justifies that appella- 
tion. The Indian has been doing more than his bit. 
In the matter of Liberty Bonds he compares 
favorably with his paleface brethren, boasting a per 
capita subscription of $40 for all Indians in the 
United States. 
That fact, by the way, is likely to open the eyes 
of citizens who imagine that the Oldest American 
Families are all poverty-stricken. The wolf must be 
some distance from the door of an average aboriginal 
family that digs up $200 for war loans. 
And the 
fact that they have the cash, and are willing to spend 
it in that particular way, seems to suggest that we 
haven’t treated our Indians so badly after all. 
That isn’t all they are doing, either. There are 
more than 5000 Indians now in the military service. 
Only boo of them were drafted. 
The rest went be­ 
cause they wanted to fight for democracy. 
They 
know something about it, you see. It is in the blood. 
The Indian is a natural democrat, acknowledging no 
Divine Right rubbish. 
Indian women, too, are doing their full share. 
Many of them have taken Red Cross training and 
entered the sendee abroad. 
One resonation has a 
Red Cross banner in every home. Every family that 
doesn’t boast a full-fledged nurse has a woman sewing 
few army hospitals and boys or girls giving their 
Saturdays to gathering moss for surgical pads and 
ambulance pillows. 
And the Big Chief at Potsdam thought that the 
Indians would be on his side! 


TREES FOR THE DEAD 


The city of Cleveland has hit upon an admirable 
type of memorial for war heroes. The fallen soldiers 
are to have living momnuments. Their memory will 
literally be kept green. 
A boulevard is to be consecrated to them, bear­ 
ing some such title as “Liberty Row.” It will be lined 
with “Victory Oaks.” 
There will be an oak tree 
planted there for every Clevelander who makes the 
supreme sacrifice. 
It will bear a bronze tablet in­ 
to ri bed with his name and military record. 
The 
planting of the trees will be made a civic ceremony, 
in which the relatives of each hero will participate. 
What more fitting form of commemoration could 
sfhere be for the boys who give their lives to their 
country? 
They themselves would doubtless prefer 
such monuments to marble columns. 
The trees will 
be, in their very greenness and robust strength, re­ 
minders of the youths who gave their vigor to win 


One cannot do otherwise than admire and take joy 
in the spirit with which the American Red Cross workers 
in France do the things that come to their hands to do. 
That spirit, the satisfaction of sacrifice, permeates a 
letter just received by the Redlands Facts from State 
Senator Lyman M. King, one of the owners of the 
Facts. 
Senator King is well known in Orange county. 
He has a cottage a t East Newport, where he and his 
family have spent weeks every summer. 
State Senator King’s letter says: 
I had. quite an experience the other day when in 
Paris. 
I had gone up to try and hurry the shipm ent 
of a couple of new huts for this area and when I went 
down to the Quai d’Orsay to take my train back, was con­ 
fronted w ith the conditions maintaining everywhere when 
a “drive” is on by either army. 
The inhabitants of the 
country are driven out to the surrounding towns, and 
they w ere pouring into Paris at this time, when the 
Germans were crowding the Hap back. 
It was apparent that the Red Cross, which was try­ 
ing to look after the refugees, did not have enough helpers 
to do the work. 
Peasants were coming in by the train­ 
load, often with all the earthly possessions left them, 
in their arm s, or on their backs. 
The Red Cross was 
attem pting to feed this constantly increasing mob. 
I 
hastily figured th a t my work at home could run by itself 
for a day and I went to the office and offered my services. 
They were eagerly accepted and I was given a big knife 
and put to cutting bread and skinning great sausages. 
From 2 o’clock until 7 I did nothing else, when I took 
fifteen m inutes for rest and a bite of supper. 
Then I 
washed dishes until midnight, when there was an “A lert” 
signal and wq all sought the refuges provided for those 
on the streets when an air raid is on. 
The “all free” 
bugles did not sound for several hours, when I went to 
my hotel and got a few hours of sleep. 
A 9 o’clock the next morning conditions had tempo­ 
rarily bettered but the Red Cross management urged 
me to stay another day, saying that they expected an­ 
other rush a little later. 
And in the meanwhile would 
I Ja k e that broom and sweep out the rubbish that had 
accumulated, so that the people would have a clean floor 
to sit down on when they arrived? 
I would and I did and I helped serve the bread 
and sausages that day, for the rush came soon, until 2 
o’clock, when my train left and I felt I must return to 
my regular work. 
But I was glad to have had a chance 
to relieve a little of the distress these poor peasant people 
felt. 
O ther Y. M. C. A. secretaries arrived before I left, 
the Red Cross having sent up a call for help to our head­ 
quarters in Paris, so the service proposition was easier. 
One constantly m eets new opportunities to help, in 
this work we are engaged in and most of the people 
who have come over do everything in their power gladly. 
Once in a while there is a slacker, not often. 
I have been quite happy today over securing a place 
for my depot canteen, which I think will be a great 
service to the American soldiers passing this way. I was 
not able to get a room, which I hail hoped for, where the 
soldiers m ight rest when they have to “lay over” between 
trains. 
But I did get a space for a table and chair and 
chest of supplies, and if it can be arranged so that the 
men will be released to go into an adjoining room, across 
the street, I will have the rest room after all. 
In war 
times it is not always possible for armies to arrange 
their traveling schedules with regard to regular meals. 
At such tim es a little canteen is of wonderful comfort 
to the men. 
Another work we are enlarging here is at the Amer­ 
ican hospital. 
We have always looked after the hospital 
work as well as we are able, but have now had assigned 
to us a man who is to give his whole time to this. Our 
policy is that reading m atter and writing m aterials are 
furnished the boys in the hospitals free. If for any reason 
they do not have the money, not having been paid oft 
recently perhaps, we furnish them the little comforts 
of life also free. 
But if they have the money, they are 
expected to pay for their tobacco and chocolate, the same 
as those outside the hospitals. 
Yesterday we sent over 
a lot of oranges—four boxes—for free distribution. 
Our 
visiting m an is an Episcopal clergyman and a mighty 
fine fellow, sym pathetic and industrious. 
He is kept 
busy doing all sorts of errands for the men, from buying 
underclothes and razor blades to writing home to their 
mothers. 
It is all fine. 
Really, this work sort of gets a man going. He does 
not w ant to do anything else. 
The most satisfactory 
thing a man can do is to do something for someone else.
